An alarm of fire was turned in from 


the south side at ten o'clock this morn- 
ing, and when it was found that it 
>7as the paper will at South Centralia 
that was burning considerable anxiety 
was felt here for fear that it might be 
impossible to extinguish the flames 
before serious damage was done, a 
condition that would be deplored by 
all. 
Luckily the lire ,vas soon got 


under subjection and it is not consi- 
dered that the damage will be over 
3500. 


The fire caught in a hot air shalf 


that conducts the heated air from the 
number one machine. From the exit 
of this shaft it worked to the roof and 
running up between the ceiling and 
roof, soon the cupalo on top of the mill 
was a mass of flames. Several chem- 
ical extinguishers were at hand, and 
these were applied at once, which sub- 
dued the flames sufficiently so that the 
apparatus of the mill was got at work 
and the flames were entirely extin- 
guished. 


Both of the fire departments of this 


Klefer c'tv went to tlie scene as rapidly as 
possible, but before either of them 
could be used the flames had been ex- 
tinguished. 
The cupalo was pretty 


well burned off the mill and consider- 
able dirt and grit dropped down onto 
the machine from the ceiling, but it is 
not thought that the damage will ex 
ceed 5500 all told. 


Taken ail together it was a very 


lucky escape from a disastrous confla 
gration, a fact that the owners and 
people in general are to be congratu- 
lated upon.

FROM i ti,e annual school census and the fig- 


ures show a very healthy increase 
over last year. The number between 
the ages of 4 and 20 this year is 1851, 
and as the number last year was 161V, 
there is an increase of 232. 


It is customary for people to figure 


out the population of a city from the 
school census but it has been found 
that the figures that apply to one 
community are entirely off in another, 
while they vary greatly in different 
years of the same community, so this 
method is not taken much stock In 
any more. 


Multiplying the number of school 


children by y/s, which is considered a 
conservative method, gives us a total 
of 0 473, which would be the popula- 
tion of the city. However, this figure 
is undoubtedly too high, as it ishardlv 
probable that the city has increased 
two thousand in the past three years. 
It does not matter, tho, just what the 
increase is, it is a good healthy one, 
one that we should all be proud of.

Partial Failure ol the Crop Predicted In Cape 


Cod Region. 


A clipping from the Boston Herald, 


received by W. H. Fitch, tells of the 
probable destruction of about half of 
the crop in that section of the country. 
This much of a shortage may not seem 
to amount to much to the casual ob- 
server, but when it is remembered 
that Cape Cod produces 'four-sevenths 
of all the cranberries of the country, 
and Wisconsin one-seventh, it will 
be seen that one-half of Cape Cod crop 
means twice as many as raised in Wis- 
consin, which prove quite an item and 
undoubtedly have considerable influ- 
ence on the market price of the berries. 


The New Jersey berries are said to 


be all right and as that section of the 
country produces about two-sevenths 
of the entire crop, this will have a 
tendency to keep the price from soar- 
ing inordinately high. 
However, 


there is no question but what should 
the growers in this section gather 
their crop without further mishap that 
they will get good prices for their pro- 
duct.

three or four hours before going to bed.

An invention that has caused much 


favorable comment from odicers of the 
life saving service has been submitted 
to them by Professor William Libbey of 
Princeton university. It consists of an 
automatic system of receiving and_ 
transmitting signals Ijy means of wire-' 
less telegraph apparatus and is intend- 
ed to warn vessels of their approach 
toward shoals or a rooky coast. 


The device consists of an apparatus 


to be established at all dangerous 
points on the coast line, from which 
soundings will be sent out automatic- 
ally. 
It is so arranged that these 


warnings will go out over three dis- 
tinct zones—one with a radius of,ten 
miles, another with a radius of five 
miles and a third with a radius of two 
miles. 


Vessels are supposed to be equipped

may be counted on from Friday, July 
24, "to Monday, July 27. On the latter 
date electrical storms are probable, 
The equinoctial period of the planet 
Mars begins about July 20. Its influ- 
ence will be added to other disturbing 
causes during the last ten days of 
July. The month comes to its close 
in the first stage of a regular storm 
period, the culmninatiou of which will 
fall in the opening days of August.

Further- 
more, a policy holder having a claim 
against one of those wild cat compa- 
nies would be compelled to bring suit 
against the company .n the state in 
which it is organized in order to re- 
cover his claim, and the cbances are 
that he could collect nothing from the 
company. 


The laws of Wisconsin provide that 


any person representing unauthorized 
companies in this state, is liable to the 
insured in case of loss and the com- 
pany refuses to pay it. In most cases, 
however, wild cat companies cannot 
secure responsible people to represent 
them, therefore, this law does not pro- 
tect the insured, for as a rule, persons 
representing wild cat companies are 
irresponsible and a judgment against 
them is worthless.

Partial Failure of the Crop Predicted In Cape 


Cod Region. 


A clipping from the Boston Herald, 


received by W. H. Fitch, tells of the 
probable destruction of about half of 
the crop in that section of the country. 
This much of a shortage may not seem, 
to amount to much to the casual ob- 
server, but when it is remembered 
that Cape Cod produces 'four-sevenths 
of all the cranberries of the country, 
and Wisconsin one-seventh, it will 
be seen that one-half of Cape Cod crop 
means twice as many as raised in Wis- 
consin, which prove quite an item and 
undoubtedly have considerable influ- 
ence on the market price of the berries. 


The New Jersey berries are said to 


be all right and as that section of the 
country produces about two-sevenths 
of the entire crop, this will have a 
tendency to keep the price from soar- 
ing inordinately 
high. 
However, 


there is no question but what should 
the growers in this section gather 
their crop without further mishap that 
they will get good prices for their pro- 
duct.

A valet of Louis XIV. published a 


cookbook in 1(!"> in which he gives as 
follows the reason for the invention of 
the hollow soup plate: 


The plates of the guests will be hol- 


low in order that they may help them- 
selves to as much soup as they may 
want without being obliged to take it 
spoonful by spoonful, because of the 
disgust they may have for one another 
on seeing the spoon go from the mouth 
to the tureen. 


Guests, it will be seen, used their 


own spoons to fill their plates, the large 
spoon to be used for serving the soup 
not being invented till some time later. 
Yet even a hundred years after the in- 
vention of the soup plate (1749) a work 
on civility advised that all the dishes 
should be so placed on the table that 
ever?* one could reach them with his 
spoon and that if the soup was served 
in a dish (tureen) every one should 
help himself with his own spoon with- 
out seeming to be in a hurry.

•Welshing: a Field of Turnips. 


The English farmer makes use of 


mathematics in his work, says a Lon- 
don paper. Suppose, for example, that 
he wishes to know the weiirht of his 
turnip crop while it is still in the 
ground, which is sometimes a matter 
of importance, a simple calculation 
will give him the information. 


It is the custom in England to plant 


turnips in ridges twenty-eisht inches 
apart; this makes ninety ridges to the 
acre. The farmer selects a row where 
the crop seems about the average and 
pulls up all the turnips in a measured 
yard of the row and weighs them. 


Assuming 
that 
they 
weigh 
ten 


pounds, a simple calculation shows 
that the crop averages a little more 
than twenty-eight tons to the acre. If 
they weigh eleven pounds, the average 
will be about thirty-one tons to the 
acre.

PRESS PABULUM. 


Tho Function of Nature Books. 
Mabel 
Osfrood 
Wright, author of 


many excellent volumes on birds, con- 
tributes the April Critic 
an 
article 


along- much the same lines as those 
followed by John Burroughs in his re- 
cent essay in the 
Atlantic. Mrs. 


Wright also lias something' to say 
against the writers of incredible ani- 
mal stories, dubbing- them "the>school 
of the long bo\v," but she is inclined to 
take a philosophical view of these of- 
fenders. 


She thinks there is no use in worry- 


ing over the strict credibility of nature 
books, since the worthless ones may 
be trusted to disappear and the good 
ones to survive. The essential thing 
is that people should be stimulated to 
go out into the fields and wood and to 
study the secrets of nature for them- 
selves. So let the nature books come— 
good, bad and indifferent—if only they 
induce people to get away from paved 
streets and the wilderness of chimney 
pots, and to feel "one impulse from a 
venial wood." 


This would be well enough if one 


could 
believe that the '-long bow" 


writers really influenced people to go to 
the field, forest and brookside. It is 
more likely, however, that those who 
care for sensational nature books do 
not care for nature. The remarkable 
demand for books about outdoor sub- 
jects which has marked the last decade 
is due to the intensity of our business 
life rather than to any writers, good or 
bad. 
The books are the result of the 


demand rather than the cause of it. 
The nature movement is a reaction on 
the part of weary brains and bodies, 
fagged with too much indoor work. 
Some tired men and women go out 
under the sky and "list to nature's 
teachings," while others let this heal- 
thy impulse carry them no farther than 
the reading of books that talk about 
the pure air which they ought to be 
breathing. 


The only nature book that is of real 


value is the one that lures you out of 
doors, and the book that "substitutes 
fables for truth is not of the kind to do 
this.—Chicago Record Herald.

TJUe Denlra.billty of a SliiRlo Germ 


Socd Bull. 


In February last 1 had tho honor to 


suggest to the otliclals of tho depart- 
ment of agriculture the idea of produc- 
ing single germ beet balls as one means 
of materially reducing the necessary 
quantity of seed, eliminating the labor 
of thinning and bunching beets and 
thereby lowering tho cost of producing 
sugar from beet roots. 


In America our inventive genius Jiajfc 


largely eliminated hand work in both 
field and factory, and the most serious 
obstacle to sugar beet culture is the 
hand work of thinning the beets after 
they are planted and of topping them 
when they are plowed out. The work 
of perfecting a successful pulling and 
topping machine to do away with hand 
labor'and at the same time save $5 to 
$8 per acre has reached the point 
where perfect success can be confident- 
ly expected within a few years. To re- 
move the necessity for thinning would 
not only save a like umount In labor, 
but would greatly increase, if not dou- 
ble-, tho tonnage by removing- one of the 
main causes of low tonnage—namely, 
the injury inflicted on the remaining 
roots by the removal of the superfluous 
ones. 


Investigations and experiments have 


already been started by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and it is hoped 
that the state experiment stations may 
be led to undertake similar lines of in- 
vestigation. 
The first questions in- 


volved have to do with the selection 
of single germ seed already in exist- 
ence and then the planting and grow- 
ing of these seeds to get this charac- 
teristic fixed.

plished of course it will be necessary

CURE OF SNSOMNIA. 


Some Simple I'luw* to K!d One««« 


of Sl<?<M»leHNnexN. 


Cultivate regular hours of sleep, says 


a writer in the Philadelphia Press. Go 
to bed ut the same time each night and 
let that time be fairly early. Divest the 
mind as far as possible of care so as to 
fall asleep at once. The habit of rising 
at the instant of awakening in the 
morning should be cultivated also. 


The bedclothes should be warm and 


light and the temperature of the room 
about 58 degrees. Either a very cold 
room or a very hot one is very dis- 
turbing to sleep, although thorough 
ventilation is of great importance, as a 
close atmosphere will awaken one, and 
if he is troubled with insomnia he will 
find it almost impossible to return to 
the condition of sleep. The window 
should be opened from the top, taking 
care by means of curtains and othf»- 
devices to protect the body from drafts. 


All plants should be removed from a 


sleeping room, for not only will their 
own vitality be destroyed, but also the 
air of their owner to a certain limited 
extent. Those who live in the city have 
the irritating noises of the city streets 
to contend with. Place cotton in your 
ears if they annoy or try to sleep as 
far from The street as possible. Light 
should be excluded by means of dark 
shades which can be lowered, tied to a 
chair and removed a short space from 
the windows, thus allowing of ventila- 
tion. The bed should be yielding with- 
out being too soft, the pillows moder- 
ately firm and either high or low, ac- 
cording to the taste of the sleeper. 


A certain amount of bodily fatigue 


induced by healthy exercise, especially 
in brain workers, is very important. 


In regard to the meal taken at night, 


the following should be observed: If a 
heavy meal, it should be partaken of 
three or four hours before going to bed. 
If food is taken at a later hour, it 
should be such as is easily digested. 
Sometimes an 
empty stomach will 


cause insomnia, and frequently a glass 
of hot milk taken just before bedtime 
will cause sieep.

A farmer with whom I was acquaint- 
ed incurred the wrath of his hired man 
by havimr run the cultivator again and 
again through the corn during a severe 
drought, while the neighbors were rest- 
ing on their oars waiting for rain to 
come.

An invention that has caused, much 


favorable comment from officers of the 
life savins: service has been submitted 
to them by Trofessor William Libbey of 
Princeton university. It consists of an 
automatic 
system of receiving and 


transmitting signals b'y means of wire-" 
less telegraph apparatus and is intend- 
ed to warn vessels of their approach 
toward shoals or a rocky coast. 


The device consists of an apparatus 


to be established at all dangerous 
points on the coast line, from which 
soundings will be sent out automatic- 
ally. 
It is so arranged that these 


warnings will go out over three dis- 
tinct zones—one with a radius of ten 
miles, another with a radius of five 
miles and a third with a radius of two 
miles. 


Vessels are supposed to be equipped 


with the receiving apparatus. Such a 
vessel coming within the ten mile zone 
of the danger spot will receive a warn- 
ing in the shape of a stroke on the bell 
in~the pilot house. The five mile zone. 
which covers the edge of the breakers, 
will be covered m the same manner, 
and when the vessel enters the two 
mile zone this will be announced in the 
same way also. 


The apparatus will be regulated so 


that warning signals will be given 
twice at the commencement of each 
minute within the five mile zone and 
three times at the commencement of 
each minute in the two mile zone. 


The officers of the life saving service 


say that if this invention works out 
in practice as it is explained on paper 
it will prove of great value in warning 
ships of the approach to shoals and 
rock bound coasts at times when fog 
signals and lightships and lighthouses 
are useless. 


To SliOTr Wlien Life Berlins. 


An elecrrk-al test at first proposed a* 


a means of determining whether life is 
extinct has been used to show when 
life begins. No reaction is produced if 
the matter is lifeless. 
Applying this 


method to hens' egirs. Augustus Wal- 
ler has found that signs of life begin 
in twenty-four to sixty-two hours alter 
the beginning of incubation, and that 
only when development fails or is ar- 
rested does the reaction continue to 
be absent. 


Weaving: SHU by Electricity. 


In the plain of Lombardy. near a vil- 


lage called Merate. works have been 
established by Messrs. Gavazzi for the 
spinning and weaving of silk. Some 
five hundred workpeople, principally 
women and girls, are employed, and no 
fewer than 33G weaving machines as- 
sist in creating the deafening noise to 
which the visitor is subjected. 
Each 


of these weaving machines is fur- 
nished with a small electric motor hav- 
ing a simple starting and stopping 
gear placed within easy reach of the 
person in charge of the machine. To 
the women operating these machines 
there is much less danger than where 
a lot of driving belts are In use. To 
the proprietor of the mill there Is the 
advantage that all possible risk of oil 
being dropped 
from 
any 
overhead 


shafting on to the valuable material 
on the machines is avoided.

will be followed by a westerly 


wind and cooler weather. 


The regular storm period is central 


on July 20, extending its influence 
from about July 18 to 23, but the new 
moon on July 24 will tend to divert 
actual 
storms between these dates 


and draw them forward into the reac- 
tionary period central on July 25, 26 
and 27. 


One of the warmest waves in July 


may be counted on from Friday, July 
24, to Monday, July 27. On the latter 
date electrical storms are probable, 
The equinoctial period of the planet 
Mars begins about July 20. Its influ- 
ence will be added to other disturbing 
causes during the last ten days of 
July. The month cornea to its close 
in the first stage of a regular storm 
period, the culummation of vrhich will 
fall in the opening days of August. 


As to the general outlook for July, 


we do not forcast a superabundance 
of rainfall. The drought conditions 
which 
have prevailed 
in 
the Xew 


England section and parts of Canada, 
we fear will work by long- strides into 
the interior part of the continent; but 
it will take two or three years for it to 
reach a maximum and run its course 
in this country. 
Some eastern 
to 


northern parts of our great agricul- 
tual regions will feel a pinch of dry- 
ness in July and August, arid most 
other sections will have little moisture 
to waste. 
We will venture to say that 


the a u t u m n will be favorable to late 
planted crops, and that we believe the 
losses of flood regions may largely be 
made up bv all who can possibly plant 
their lands with corn and other suita- 
ble crops.
